The unit is red on a green 


trailer with a regular hitch and 
has а Perkins V-8 diesel engine. 
Itis valued at about $16,300. 

The unit was stolen between 
the hóurs of 5 p.m. on Friday, 
April 9 and 8 a.m, on Monday, 
April 12 from a location on U.S. 
27 south of Talismah Sugar

It was being leased from 
Sloan Pump Company by 
Downs Construction Company, 
which is doing road construc- 
tion on U.S, 27. 

According to Det. Sgt. John 
Russ with the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff s Department, 
tracks were found at the scene 
indicating that it may have 
been hooked up to a truck that 
was backed up to it. 

Also, 22-caliber casings were 
found, indicating that the 
thieves may have been target 
shooting at the scene.

Each year, thousands of chil- 
dren in Florida end up in court. 

. because their parents have 
problems. As Guardian Ad 
Litem's, the Unwins work on 
behalf of the children. 

They interview the child, 
neighbors of the family, and 
talk with professionals to help 
decide what would be best for

Then, when the child goes to 
court before Judge Michael 
Miller, the Unwins stand up 
with the child and make recom- 
mendations to the judge. They 
make sure the child's wishes 
are heard, and that the best 
interest of the child is present- 
ed to the Court and agencies 
dealing with the child. 

Thé Unwins were thé first 
two certified Guardian Ad 
Litems in Belle Glade - this was 
in August of 1990. 

They received training in 
Belle Glade through the Guar- 
dian Ad Litem program. 

"The Guardian Ad Litem Pro- 
gram is wonderful," said Gerry 
Unwin. "It is a way to be an 
advocate for the rights of chil-. 
dren. We represent.the children 
and try to see that children get 
what is best for them,”

good judgement can be advo- 
cate for abused and neglected 
children. 

"All that is needed is a love 
and desire to help a child," she 
said. 

"We go-to court with the chil- 
dren and represent them before 
the judge. We make recommen- 
dations based on our findings - 
he may or may not follow them. 

"We have never had any fami» 
ly or person to feel bad toward 
us for doing our best to help a 
child. They seem to really 
appreciate our efforts," she 
said. 

Mrs. Unwin said the Glades 
area is no different from other 
areas in the.state that have 
many broken families where 
the children are sometimes for- 
gotten. 

"We have our share of drugs, 
sexual abuse and other crimes. 
We need more volunteers to 
help the children to have an 
environment for safe and 
healthy living," she said.

Volunteers are matched with 
children depending on how 
much time they are able to 
give, the seriousness of the 
case, and the backgrounds of 
the volunteer and the child. 
Cases usually require from two 
to ten hours per week.

Run 22 proposed regu- 
lation opposed by ` 
Ladies of the Lake 


The Ladies of the Lake say 
they need local residents to 
write letters to the Corps of 
Engineers expressing their 
opposition to Run 22. 

The regulation, propesed by 
the South Florida Water Man- 
agement District, asks the 
Corps of Engineers to lower the 
minimum water level of Lake 
Okeec from its current 
15.65 feet to 13.5 feet in order 
to in the number of wad. 
ing birds in the area. 

This action would dramati- 
ү reduce water supply," said 
Cathy Hilliard, spokesperson 
for Ladies of the Lake, USA 
(United to Save Agriculture). 

"This is bad news for every- 
one," she said. "It is very impor- 
tant that all of us write to the 
Corps and insist that they not 
lower the current level of the 
lake as they are considering," 
she said in a flyer distributed 
in the Glades. 

The Ladies of the Lake con- 
tend that if the level of Lake 
Okeechobee is lowered, the fol- 
lowing things would happen: 

* The fishing industry 
around the lake will suffer 
because the fish population will 
decrease and tourism will drop 
off. 

* With less water in reserve, 
there will not be endugh water 
for agriculture in times of 
drought; thus hurting the lake 


area's primary industry. 

* There will not be enough 
water available to all of south 
Florida, especially the coast, for 
people's needs. Alrendy, there 
are often restrictions for water- 
ing lawns, washing cars and 
other similar uses. 

* There will not be enough 
fresh water available for the 
Everglades, especially in times 
of drought without the huge 
reserve that the lake offers, 

* There will be no east-west 
water transportation for larger 
vessels, because the Okee- 
chobee Waterway will be ren- 
dered useless. 

* There will be a greater 
threat for spreading exotic, 
species due to additional land 
exposure. 

"Please write to insist the 
water level of the lake remain 
as it is," said Ms. Hilliard.

The front porch is screened in with two win- 
dows and a door going out to the porch, I have 
to keep those closed because the way the pilings 
are put in, there's a difference between the 
porch and the house. I have newspapers folded 
. |up and put under there to keep the rats and 
snakes out. 

The day they finished the work they beat on 

the pilings and got them all uneven and when I 
^ |went to lock the front door it would not close. 
They had to put a new lock on the door. 

I have tried over a year and а half to get this 
problem fixed: I have talked with Mr. (Edward) 
Lowrey. He-said he would send the inspectors 
out. They came out and checked it and’ went 
back and that was it.

"What the Belle Gladé Branch Library and the Palm 
Beach County Library System can do for you." 


"Information, education and recreation are all 
available for you at the Belle Glade Branch 
Library. 

The books are there of course. The library has 
books on everything from how to fix your car, to 
the latest bestseller. Additionally, there are 
records, audio and video cassettes, large print 
books and a collection of Spanish, books for our 
Hispanic patrons. 

ATLAS, which is a card catalog on computer 
makes it possible to search for any holdings in 
the Palm Beach County Library. This is an 
improvement over the old style card catalog 
which usually listed only books that are not 
available at the Belle Glade Branch cen be 
requested through ATLAS from other libraries 
in the system and will arrive at the Belle Glade 
Branch in 3-5 days via courier. If a'book is not 
available in Palm Beach County Library Sys- 
tem, we can often borrow it from other libraries 
outside the system through interlibrary loan. 

The Belle Glade Branch Library has an exten- 
sive reference collection. From learning about a 
particular medical condition, to which compa- 
nies manufacture nails, the information by tele- 
phoning or stopping by. If we cannot find the 
answer, the reference staff at the Central 
Library will be happy to help. 

The Belle Glade Branch also has a children's 
department to offer special reference assistance, 
tours for school children, outreach services to 


local day care centers and offer special programs · 
throughout the year, Our Halloween Haunted ; 
House and the Summer Reading Programs are 
two annual events that are well attended. 

The Summer Reading Program is offered as an 
incentive to keep children interested in books 
and in turn, keep up their reading skills during 
the summer. There are programs for children 
ages three-12 which include stories, films, arts 
and crafts. ` 

In addition to the Belle Glade Branch, there 
are library branches located in Pahokee and 
South Bay, offering library services to those 
areas. There are also branches located in Royal 
Palm Beach, Delray, Greenacres, Boca, Okee- 
chobee, Palm Beach Gardens, Jupiter and 
‘Tequesta. 

There will soon be branches located in 
Wellington and West Boynton Beach. The Book- 
mobile, our specialized library on wheels, travels 
weekly to locations not specifically receiving 
library service.

There has been remarkable advancements in 
transplantation and a critical shortage of organ 
donors. 

Many Americans generally believe organ dona- 
tion to be a praiseworthy and charitable behav- 
ior, but because they often misunderstand and 
mistrust the actual process, the majority have 
not completed donor cards, 

Unfortunately, most people fail to verbalize 
their feelings about donation to their families. 
Individuals are likely to give permission to 
donate the organs of a family member, if that 
person had discussed or requested donation. 

Discuss organ donation with your own family 
and declare your personal committment by car- 
rying a donor card and when you renew your 
drivers license, register as an organ donor.

The highly 
publicized results perpetrates 
the notion that this crime is 
atly increasing in all areas. 
Because carjacking includes 
hysical confrontation, intimi-

dation and possible serious 


physical injury or death, 
motorists must be alert to pre- 
vent their becoming a victim. 

Here are some helpful hints 
to assist you in not becoming a 
carjacking victim. When walk- 
ing to your cer don't dawdle, 
move quickly and.have your 
keys ready. Look for anyone 
hiding in or around yoür vehi- 
cle. If confronted, avoid any 
verbal/physical confrontations, 
cooperate and move quickly 
away from the car. Call the 
police immediately and give 
them the description of your car 
and the suspect. 

While driving be alert to your 
surroundings. Plan your route 
of travel. Keep your windows 
up and door locked. Allow room 
between your car and the car in 
front of you so you can maneu-

The updated Lake Okee- 
chobee surface Water 
Improvement and Manage- 
ment (SWIM) Plan adopted by 
the governing board of South 
Florida Water Management 
District in January of this 
year now contains seven ele- 
ments which the district will 
follow ‘in its management 
strategies for the second 
largest freshwater-lake in the 
US. 

The first of those addressed 
in the SWIM Plan is that of 
Water Quality. The stated goal 
of this element is, "Protect and 
restore Lake Okeechobee 
water quality to meet regional 
environmental, potable water 
and agricultural needs.” 

The element also contains 
two sub-goals. They are: 
"Achieve state Class I water 
quality within Lake Okeé- 
chobee and Class II water 
quality standards within trib-. 
utaries which drain into the 
lake; and, "Manage and 
im prove water quality in 
Lake Okeechobee and its 
inflowa to prevent hypereu- 
trophication (nutrient)" 

*The first objective is to con- 
duct the necessary studies to 
determine the extend to which 
Class І and Class ПІ water 
quality standards are exceed- 
ed within the lake at all inflow 
points and within upstream 
tributaries to the lake. 

*The strategies which will 
be employed in achieving this 
objective include conducting 
statistical analysis of public 
agency databases to identify 
and quantify the extent of 
environmental impacts of spe- 
cific parameters as well as 
design and implement a moni- 
toring program. Another strat- 
egy is to develope and imple- 
ment a cohesive plan t 
address Class I and Class IÍI 
water quality violations with- 
in Lake Okeechobee and, its 
tributary basins.

There was a sawmill where they 
processed the lumber and a com- 
missaty in the same complex. 

When he came back, the store 


‘was gone, he had a new bride, no: 


job, and the depression had just 
started to get under way. 

Jobs were extremely hard to find. 
He spent weeks traveling through- 


out Florida, trying to find some-- 


thing he could do, but no one was 
hiring. 


Dad finally went to Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, and went to work for a compa- 
ny called Roger's Brothers, a gro- 
cery chain. He was making $12 a 
week. This was good, but not really 
what he wanted to do. 

In the back of his mind he kept 
thinking that while he was working 
in Kelsey City, there was activity 
going on in the Lake Okeechobee 
area. 

A large sugar company called 
Southern Sugar was getting under- 
way and they were hiring people.- 
He thought that-might be some- 
thing he wanted to do. 

Dad and Mother moved to Clewis- 
ton and Dad applied for a job in 
one of Southern Sugar's commis- 
saries.

He was not only the commissary 
manager but; he was the law 
- enforcement officer, doctor, nurses 
aid and the problem solver.

They lived in back of the commis- 
sary. They did not have to pay any 
rent or utilities. They had to adjust 
to no indoor plumbing or bathing 
facilities.

Dad said it was wonderful. He 
remembered this time to be the 
best in his life. . 

This was because he remembered 
the times he did not have a Job and 
what he had gone through trying t

My brother, Charles, and I have 
often remarked that this particular 
time in my dad's life really changed 
his way of thinking. 

His philosophy became a strong, 
conservative’ approach to fiscal 
responsibility, of how important it 
is to leave your money in the busi- 
ness, and not borrow money you 
did not need. 

He was at Bare Beach for two 
years and thought he really wanted 
to get into business for himself.

Dad noticed їп Bean City a little 
store being built, and he stopped to 
inquire. A gentleman by the name 
of Arthur Wélls was doing the work 
himself. 

Mr. Wells did not have anyone to 
run the store. Dad suggested he 
may need a partner. Mr. Wells said 
it sounded good to him and they 
became partners. 

He saved $300 after two years of 


working, and they became Wells 


and Royal. . 

The store іп Bean City did so well 
that they went on to Lake Harbor 
and opened another store and it 
was also very successful. 

While in. the general store busi- 
ness at Kelsey City, the company 
owed Dad a lot of money, but they 
were not able to pay it. They offered 
him lumber instead of cash, and he 
took it. Wells and Royal opened a 
lumber yard and it was even more 
successful than the general store. 

Mr. Wells and-my dad went on to 
open a lurnber yard in Clewiston, 
as well. These two lumber yards 
and two general stores were very 
successful, but Mr. Wells and Dad 
both realized the partnership was 
not what they wanted tt to be. 

Mr. Wells was a farmer by trade 
and this is where his first love was. 
My dad was the merchant, so they 
dissolved the partnership. Dad took

It was there that my dad started

lake. During the war, he had nine 


little general stores in Belle Glade, 


Lake Harbor, Clewiston, Bean City 
and all around the lake. 

;That's where I first remember 
$eeing him. never saw too much of 
him back in those days, because he 
was the general manager and direc- 
tgr of operations, and he never had 
much time. а 

As time went on, he continuous!y 
improved the properties. He felt you 
needéd to put money back into the 
business. After the war years, he 
felt we really needed to get into the 
grocery business and upgrade to a 
supermarket type operation. 

: Most of our operations prior to 
that time had beeri country opera- 
tions where we carried credit for 
the year and did not do any kind of 
advertising. 

We.saw that when the chains 
came in, they devastated us with 
their weekly ads,.low mark ups and 
self-service. We tried to adjust for 
this. We built two "super stores", 
one in Belle Glade, where Case 
Rate was, and one in Clewiston, 
where the old A&P, was. These were 
very successful stores. They were 
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very competitive in this environ- 
ment. 

In 1953, we received a call from 
the CEO of Winn Dixie. He stated 
he would like to come up and have 
lunch and visii with us. Of course 
we had no idea what he wanted: 


- This call was responsible for chang- 


ing the direction of the Royal's com- 
panies. zT 

He wanted to let us know that 
Winn Dixie was coming to Belle 
Glade, and-they wanted to buy us 
out, or that they would prefer to 
buy us out. If'we did not sell, they 
were still planning to come in. 

This was a tough decision. We did 
not want"to see the competition 
come in. 1 had just gotten out of 
college and Rad only been working 
for two years. Being young and 
thinking I could "Иск the world", І. 
felt like we could probably be com- 
petitive with Winn Dixie. 

However, wiser people came in 
and said this is probably the best 
opportunity we had and we sold to 
Winn Dixie. Looking back, Charles 
and I have talked about this being 
the best decision we ever made. 

If we had stayed in the grocery 
store business, we probably would 
have gone under before too long, 
because the small tndependent had

We said there is no way this 
inventory could check out. When 
they were finished, there was only a

ours. Theirs was higher so we were 
not nearly as concerned about 
Winn Dixie. 

That relationship continued and 
grew through the years. We had a 
situation where we talked them 
into going into a couple of locations 
they were not comfortable with, 
Okeechobee being one of them. 
They were very amazed at the vol- 
ume they did in Okeechobee. 

When we got out of the grocery 
business we concentrated on the 
real estate development end of the 
business and continued working 


with our department stores. = 


In 1984, we were approached by 
McCroy’s Corporation. They wanted 
to buy our departments stores. At

were coming in. 

We.had other opportunities to 
explore that we knew could be bet- 
ter. The Burger Kings were started 
and Popeyes had just come on the 
scene. We felt this was where we 
should be. We sold in 1984, and a 
great deal of our concentration 
after that was on the Burger Kings, 
and we feel this was a good move. 

This brings us up to 1992. I 
would like to point out a couple of 
key ingredients I believe enabled us 
to survive until the fourth, genera- 
tion, and exist for 60 or so years in 
retailing. Most small family run 
businesses do not survive. It is 
usually the second generation that 
goes under. We have been very for- 
tunate in that we have been in the 
right place at the right time. 

The decisions to sell out to Winn 
Dixie and McCroy's were excellent 
decisions. We could have stayed 
there and struggled, and probably 
would have survived, but definitely 
not have been where we are today. 

The legacy that our father left us 
was the most important. He was a 
strong fiscal conservative - if any- 
thing, he was over conservative: 


Right now, as we look at today's 
economic environment, this is the 
best thing that could have hap- 
pened. 

We could have grown much 
faster, and there is no question we 
could have been much larger than 
we are today, if.we had borrowed 
like many others. However, we may 
not be here, that's the bottom line. 
I think another tmpoórtant element 
to our success is being in the 
Glades This 1s where Dad put us - 
this is where he saw the opportunt- - 
ties. 

There is no question about it, 
opportunities have, been here for 60 
years and we believe they will be 
here for another 60 years. Right 
now, here in Belle Glade, we are 
planning the second phase of Big 
Lake Plaza. 


‘We are real bullish on the Glades, 
and we feel like there are tremen- 
dous opportunities here. I know 
that's why you folks are here today, 
because of the Glades and we feel 
the same way. 

We would like to thank the people 
of the Glades and the surrounding 
areas, for all your support over the 
years. We truly would not be what 
we are today without you.
